[or the implementation of a program to prevent contaminants from entering the 
Water Distribution System, is hereby in all things ratified, confirmed and 
approved. 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CITY UTILITIES 

We, your Committee on _ City Utilities _ to w bom was referred an Ordinance 

Approving Resolution of the Board of Public Works for Water Distribution System 
Contamination Control 


have had said Ordinance under consideration and beg leave to report,back to the Common 
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WATER DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM CONTAMINATION CONTROL 
RESOLUTION NO 62-40-12 

WHEREAS, there exists a potential threat to the quality of the water within the 
distribution system of the Fort Wayne Water Utility whereby, under certain con¬ 
ditions, contaminants within private systems of customers of the Utility could 
flow backward and into the public system and in turn be transmitted to other 
customers of the Utility, and 

WHEREAS, certain processes or prodedures within customers' premises utilize 
chemicals which may cause illness or death if ingested, or may be detrimental to 
processes or equipment of other customers,- and 

WHEREAS, the Indiana State Board of Health has adopted Regulation HSE 9 
regulating the existence of such conditions noted above, and = 

WHEREAS, the Indiana State Board of Health has adopted Regulations HSE 2 and 
HSE 3 mandating utilities to supply a safe and potable water to its customers, 
the latter regulation also establishes the United States Public Health Service 
Drinking Water Standards as the standard in Indiana, and 

WHEREAS, the Public Service Commission of Indiana has adopted rules including 
Rule 15(b) which states "Public water supplies within the distribution pipe 
systems shall he adequately protected against pollution from back siphonage 
or cross connections with other systems on customers' property by proper 
installation and protective devices and in accordance with the rules of the 
Indiana State Board of Health. They shall also be adequately protected against 
any unnecessary and avoidable pollution at their own sources, and at all times 
after being taken therefrom, until delivery to the customer, to conform in all 
cases to the requirements of the Indiana State Board of Health," and 






WHEREAS, three (3) major incidents occurred, one in X923 and two in 1929, resulting 
’in a total of 27 deaths, 333 cases of typhoid fever and 5,000 cases of dysentery 
and diarrhea, and further resulting in numerous lawsuits against the Utility which 
were ruled in favor of the plaintiffs, and 

WHEREAS, within the last three years, on four (4) occasions of record, reversal of 
flows were noted whereby contaminants did enter drinking water systems, three (3) 
entering the public system of the Fort Wayne Water Utility with no reported illnesses, 
and one (1) remaining within a customer's system resulting in temporary illness of 
two employees, and 

WHEREAS, as a result of the knowledge of the above potentials and conditions, the 
Utility's Engineering Department prepared a "Cross-Connection Regulation" which 
was approved and adopted by the Board of Public Works on September 25, 1974, which 
establishes a program of surveillance and control of such piping systems to reduce 
to a reasonable min imum the potentials of any future occurrences, and 

WHEREAS, the customers of the Utility found in violation of the above regulation 
(including City boards, agencies and departments, other governmental agencies 
and offices, corporation, firms and individuals) will be required at their expense 
to take corrective action to eliminate all conditions within their respective 
piping system(s) to prevent backflow and/or potential back flox? of substances from 
their system into distribution system of the Utility. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: That said Board instruct the Chief Water Engineer to implement 
the program through the enforcement of the "Cross-Connection Regulation" and urges 
each board, agency, and department of the City of Fort Wayne and all other

governmental agencies and offices, corporations, firms and individuals to cooperate 
with the representatives of the Fort Wayne Water Utility to the end that the threat 
of potential contamination of water supplied to the Utility’s customers may be elim¬ 
inated.
